Still Filibustering Over Walker’s Printed

Washington, April 25.—(Special.)—The 
meeting of the auce presidents which 
has been called together at Birmingham 
on the 3d of June is not so much to get 
the alliance together politically as it is to 
get ¢60me money for the men who are 
conducting the national end of it. 

A member of the legislative committee 
told me tonight that since Colonel Polk 
and little Jack Turner had been trotting 
around the country making third party 
speeches many of the states had held 
back the money they usually send on 
to Washington. 

They are holding it back, they say, 
because they do not care to send money 
to Polk to pay his expenses around the 
country to make third party speeches 
AS a consequence, this man says Polk Is 


‘running short of money and needs to 


do something to make the states send 


on that which they are assessed to pay 


the expenses of the national branch of 
the order. Of course besides thisgperhaps 
Colonel Polk will attempt to carry the 
entire order over into the third party, but 
if all the states are represented he will 
fail. 

A majority of the state presidents in 


the south will perhaps vote to withhold | 


all money from the national officers until 
they agree to stop making third party 
speeches, whether they are making them 
at the expense of the alliance or not. 
Allen Candler and the Third Party. 
Ee-Congressman Allen D. Candler, of 
Gainesville, is here. He was on the floor 
of the house this morning and while there 
was given a genuine ovatiom by the old 
members with whom he served. A score 
or more of them expressed the hope that 
he would be a candidate for congress 
again. When here he was looked upon as 
one of the soundest democrats and ablest 
men in the house. He was in no sense 
a dress parade congressman; but one 
whose abilities and usefulness were recog- 
nized by every one. There was a good 


eal of talk-among the Georgians about 


the rumor of his candidacy for congress, 
and nearly every one of them expressed 
to him the hope that he would accept 
the nomination again and redeem the dis- 
trict from the third party. 

In speaking of the political situation in 
Georgia Mr. Candler said: ‘The democ- 
racy is safe in Georgia. Two weeks ago 
the third party people were aggressive 
and confident; they are now .on the run. 
The leaders are afraid for the rank and 
file to hear the truth and hence have 
given orders that they must not read 
democratic newspapers, nor hear demo- 
cratic speeches; bu’ Georgians aregot in 
the habit of being ordered, and the honest 
and intelligent farmers are hunting and 
finding light. The St. Louis platform is 
more than they can swallow. In another 
month there will be nobody left in the 
third party in Georgia but the chronic 
soreheads, a few fanatics, and a few fel- 
lows who went into it toping to get office. 
No, the most noisy men in the third party 
are not farmers at all, but professional 
agitators. Most of the farmers in our 
state are democrats and know that the 
democracy is ilici: only hope for relief, 
and they wili stu; with it. I have made 
several speeches aud this is my observa- 
tion wherever I have been.”

Should They Preside at the Trial of 
Ravachol. 


A BOMB, THROWN IN PARIS LAST NIGHT, 


‘Wrecks the Restaurant Where Ravachol 


Was Arrested and Eills the Proprie- 
tor—The Police Making Arrests. 


Paris; April 25.—The restaurant of Very, 
who. on March 30th delivered Rava- 
chol, the anarchist, into the hands 
of the police, was utterly wrecked 
at 9:40 o'clock tonight by a 
bomb explosion. Since Ravachol’s 
arrest, Very has frequently been threat 


ened with such a disaster. The force of | 


the explosion was terrific and widely felt, 
and’ an enormous crowd quickly gathered 
about the shattered building. The police, 
on entering, found Very lying ou the floor 
of the restaurant, in the midst of heaps 
of debris, groaning with fright and pain. 
One of his legs had been broken and he 
was sent to the hospital, where it has been 
found necessary to amputate his leg. He 
died shortly after the operation. A grand- 
daughter of Very was also injured and two 
ladies living in rooms located over the res- 
taurant were badly shaken and bruised. 
Very’s wife was not injured, but she has 
lost her senses and is raving. 

Firemen are clearing away the ruins. The 
damage is almost entirely confined to the 
building in which Very’s restaurant was lo- 
eated. A detachment of troops is keeping 
clear the roadway before the ruined cafe. 

It is the general opinion that the explosion 
was perpetrated mainly to terrorize the ju- 
rymen who will be on duty at Ravachol’s 
trial. The police have a theory that the 
bomb was thrown into the basement of the 
buuuing through a grating. 

A policeman who was on duty just out- 
side the restaurant when the explosion oc- 
curred was thrown to the pavement by the 
shock. He states that he saw nothing sus- 
picious. -Loze, prefect of police; Goron, 
chief of the municipal policc, and Raynard, 
secretary of the ministry of the interior, 
arrived on the scene’ soon after the ex- 
plosion. A quantity of goods lying exposed 
in front of an adjoining shop were de- 
stroyed. Three persons have been arrested 
on suspicion of being implicated in the mur- 
derous affair. One of them shouted, “Vive 
le anarchie,”’ on being taken into custody. 

- News of the explosion quickly spread 
throughout the city, creating consternation, 
especially on the boulevards, where exag- 
gerated reports of the affair were current. 
- Detachments of police hurriedly formed

at the cornér of Rue Lancty, Very’s’ res-' 
tanurant is located. : 
The Building a Wreck. 

The cafe is an utter wreck, and not a 
vestige of a window is visible in the entire 
structure. The pavement in the vicinity of 
the explosion is completely strewn with 
shatteral pieces of charred wood and 
other portions of the ruined building, and 
with debris of the furniture, which was 
hurled from the cafe by the awful force of 
the explosion. The destruction is complete 
and the place presents a most appalling ap- 
pearance. A waiter named Sherot, who 
was in the cafe when the bomb exploded, 
escaped with only a slight bruise, but is 
suffering from the effects of the great 
shock. Several persons who were riding in 
a tram car which was passing the buildin 
when the explosion occurred, were injur 
by being struck by pieces of flying glass. 
Lots have been drawn by persons sum- 
moned to act as jurors at the trial of Rava- 
chol. One of the jurors has written to the 
Figaro 4 that the political impor- 
tance which has been given to the trial 
by charging the prisoner with being guilty 
of an explosion instead of murder, has en- 


darigered the lives of all persons concerned | 


in the case. The explosion in Very’s cafe 
has terrorized the jury selected to try 
Ravachol and officials who are in any way 
connected with his trial, 


THE TRIAL OF PRAVACHOL. 
A Case Over Which the J udges Are Not Anx- 


ious to Preside. 


Paris, April 25.—Much interest is manifested 
in the trial of Anarchist Ravachol, who is 
charged with having caused the explosion at 
the residence of Judge Benoit, No Boule- 
yard St. Germain, who presided at the trial 
of the anarchists at Seine assizes, on April 

1891, and the ,house at the corner of the 
Rue de Clichy and the Rue de Berlin, the resi- 
dence of M. Bulet, who conducted the prosecu- 
tion on that occasion.

Again the answer 
comes with marvelous monotony § that 
the republican congress and _ republic- 
an president are responsible.

Nor do I propose to discuss at length the 
demand for government ownership of rail- 
rads; because it is wholly impracticable, and 
even if it could be accomplished it would not 
bring the relief sought. it would involve the 
appointment, by central authority, of thou- 
ands of agents, and it would result at last 
in general disaster. Surely the experience of 
Georgians in the management by the state of 
one short line of railroad ought to be a suf. 
ficient warning against the policy of govern- 
ment ownership of all the railroads. Even 
when managed by our best and ablest execu- 
tives before the war, the State road rarely 
paid, was frequently in debt, and yet trans? 
portation over it was more expensive to the 
people than it is now. And after the war, 
when that same road was managed by the re- 
publican party, it involved the state in debt 
and ran down to the very verge of wreck aud 
ruin. The only sensible solution of the great 
problem of transportation is in “the most 
rigid, honest and just state and national gZOv- 
ernmental control and supervision.”’

A Financial Suggestion. 


The Springfield Republican gives place 
in its editorial columns to a synopsis of a 
farmer’s letter in The Raleigh News and 
Observer advocating the state banking 
system. 

This North Carolina farmer sees only 
one remedy for the south, and that is for 
this section to be furnished with loanable 
capital in such quantity that the farmer 
worthy of credit may always borrow at 
6 per cent when his necessities require 
it. He does not think that inflation would 
bring it. He rejects all the schemes which 
have been proposed, because he does not 
Want a currency that would have a ten- 
dency to drift to the money centers of 
the east. What he wants is a currency 
with a limited sphere of circulation— 
a state bank currency redeemable in law- 
ful money of the United States. This 
state currency, he thinks, would stay at 
home and be available for domestic needs, 
not taking the place of other currency 
now in existence, but supplementing it, 
so that the farmer will be on a financial 
level with the merchant and the manu- 
facturer in the great moneycenters. 

Commenting on this idea, The Repub- 
lican says: 

There is, of course, room for two opinions 
as to the practicability or efficiency of the 
remedy this farmer proposes. He is by no 
means alone in the demand that state banks 
be given a free field, under proper’ safe- 
guards. It ig not improbable that this de- 
mand would receive nearly unanimous sup- 
port in most parts of the south. The argu- 
ments which he urges in,its favor are famil- 
iar enough to his fellow farmers from South 
Carolina to Texas, and are generally accept- 
ed by them. They have an idea that north- 
ern financial interests would oppose this re- 
vival of state banks as it opposes inflation 
and free coinage, and in truth there are 
reasons why this step should be taken with 
great caution, if at all. But the significant 
fact is that this state bank idea should have 
the hold it has, and should be such a rival of 
these serious financial vagaries. In this fact 
is cvidence that a rational remedy for this 
disadvantage under which the farmej labor 
will be as welcome as an irrational one— 
which is a challenge to our financiers to find 
the rational one. 

The fact that this paper, opposing the 
free coinage of silver as it does, is yet 
willing to admit the disadvantage under 
which our farmers labor, and invite what 
it calls a rational remedy is encouraging. 
And it will be noted that The Republican 
does not oppose the state banking idea. 
It thinks that a step in that direction 
should be taken with great caution, and 
that is the way to look at it We want 
‘state banks, but we want sound ones, 
so hedged about by judicious safeguards 
that there will be no danger of wildcat 
banks. 

The North Carolinian hit the nail on 
the head when he said that we need a 
local currency that will stay at home—a 
currency issued by banks that will be 
under no chartered {tnhibition against 
loaning money to farmers on their lands, 
the only security they have to offer. The 
more it is considered, the more feasible 
and satisfactory this idea will appear. 


In Virginia and North Carolina. 


In Georgia the democratic majority is 
large enough to give a good deal of rope 
to the folly of Clevelandism. The party 
has been so solid heretofore that few dem- 
ocrats, except those who are constantly 
in touch with events, can appreciate the 
strain which has recently been put on the 
organization in this state. A great many 
refuse to believe that the nomination of 
Mr. Cleveland would precipitate a divis- 
ion in Georgia which would be large 
enough to make the result doubtful. 

In Virginia, a very different state of 
affairs exists. Circumstances have com- 
pelled the Cleveland boomers to trim their 
sails considerably. The people have put 
them on notice that they must proceed 
with circumspection. Even the Cleveland 
politicians feel that there is a point 
beyond which it would be fatal to go. 
There is no such margin for picturesque 
folly in_Virginia as there is in Georgia. 
It was only by a small majoritysin 1888 
that Mr. Cleveland carried the Old Do- 
minion. The democrats escaped then as 
by the skin of the teeth. 

Since that time, there has been wore 
light shed on the silver question—the 
democrats have made free coinage a 
pressing issue, and the opposition to Mr. 
Cleveland has been greatly aggravated. 
Mr. Cleveland has strong friends there, 
as he has everywhere, but they perceive 
that he will not be an available candi- 
date. They see that this lack of availabil- 
ity applies to Virginia in a more impor- 
tant gieasure than to New York. The 
alliancemen of Virginia are democrats, 
but they regard the free coinage of silver 
as a democratic principle, and they will 
resent Mr. Cleveland's nomination by vot- 
ing against him. The Cleveland leaders 
have found this out and they are not 
making any serious effort to secure Cleve- 
land delegations in the various counties, 

We think this is the highest ‘wisdom. 
The electoral vote of Virginia fs as neces- 
sary to the democrats as the vote of New 
York. Men of all shades of opinions per- 
ceive this, and the result is that the “bull- 
of-the-woods” method of carrying on the 
Cleveland campaign in Virginia has prac- 
tically ceased. A large majority of the 
delegates thus far selected are in favor of 
Hill as between Cleveland and Hill, but 
many prefer a new man. In the Chicago 
convention Virginia will cast its vote for 
Hill 

In North Carolina, the Virginia situa- 
tion is duplicated, though the opposition 
to Cleveland is more violent and the dan- 
ger of democratic defection more serious. 
The Cleveland leaders have been more 
uncompromising than in Virginia, and 
the result is that fhe farmers have 


| become disgusted. It is doubtful if the 


third party movement can be stayed, 
and there is growing danger of demo- 


cratic defeat.

We know of no «emedy-for this except 
the abandonment of the hopeless Cleve- 
land movement.

Of late it has been impossible to sell serials 
of any but eminent authors, and even Bret 
Harte had to go begging before he found a 
place. The dailies of New York are using 
original matter almost entirely, and that is 
to be the rule elsewhere. For although sto 
ries and articles may still be used in commen 
by papers a thousand miles apart, many edi- 
tors have come to the gonclusion that it is not 
well.to be one of forty or fifty papers using 
the same literary matter the same day. But 
what then? ‘So long as periodicals are pub- 
lished,matter to fill them will have to be writ- 
ten and sold. By limiting the number of pa- 
pers using such production, the number of ar- 
ticles will necessarily increase, which wil 
more than balance the probable lessening of 
prices. And so no one is likely to be serious- 
ly affected by the inevitable changes in syndi- 
cate methods.’’’ Whitelaw Reid, of The New 
York Tribune, says that he has patronized 
syndicates, but prefers exclusive matter. He 
thinks that syndicate articles decrease to a 
certain extent the individuality of a newspa- 
per, and this is a necessity to its influence 
and its prosperity.

These are the all important questions in 
the financial world today. 

Questions they are which the mercantile 
agencies are compiling figures, and working 
up reports to answer. 

“Tt is utterly impossible to arrive at any- 
thing like a definite calculation as to the 
outlook,” said Mr. John A. Donavan, man- 
ager of the R. G. Dun Company, yester- 
day. 

“There is no way of sizing up the crop 
grown in Georgia last year, no way of as- 
certaining how the merchants are manipu- 
lating the spring trade, and no way of siz 
ing up the decrease in acreage, if any, this 
year on the cotton farms.” 

‘‘What is the surplus of last year’s crop?” 

“About a million bales.” 

‘“‘Won’t that keep the price down and 
continue to block the market despite the 
outlook for a reduction in next year’s 
crop?” 

“Oh, no. Hardly so, I think. You see 
there is already a pretty firm and substan- 
tial intimation gone abroad that the crop is 
going to be reduced. The figures will be 
sent out from Washington next month, and 
I feel confident that they will show a con- 
siderable reduction. This will be sure to 
make cotton go up instanter.” 

‘Will it stay up?” 

“Oh, well, if the acreage is really shown 
to be off by actual statistics there is no 
doubt in the world but that the market 
next fall will open most favorably. I be- 
lieve already that cotton will go to 7 or 8 
cents before rat act oan on account 
of these reports a uction 
io the ocraeab bei reduced here in 
Georgia to a considerable extent?’ 

“Yes, I know several counties that have 
reduced the acreage and I have reason to 
believe the farmers generally throughout 
the state are cutting down, though it is ut- 
terly impossible for anybody to estimate 
it now.’ 

“What about fertilizers?” 

“T know to a certain fact that the sales 
of fertilizers in Georgia this year are way 
off. This will act with great results to- 
wards cutting down the yield of cotton, 
for there’s no use talking about it, Geor- 
gia farmers cannot raise as much cotton 
without guano as they can with it, Hence 
the crop will be cut shorter still, BO 
much the better. 

“With this outlook and the practice of 
economy on the farms, I see no reason 
why the southern people shouldn’t be pros- 
perous during the ensuing year, nor why 
we shouldn’t have a wholesome financial 
backing in this section of the country.” 

“How is trade in Atlanta?’ 

“Hard to tell. Some merchants seem to 
be doing quite as much trade as ever in the 
spring, some co on. and some give glow- 
ing accounts. a greater diver- 
sity of opinion about the spring trade than 
I ever saw before here.”’

HE KEEPS THE MATTER QUIET 8 YEARS. 


When Discovered a Day or Two Ago He 
Disappeared, and Never Came 
Back Any Mere, . 


Augusta, Ga., April 25.—(Special.}—Mr. 
E. R. Cunningham has been discovered 
short in his accounts with the Knights of 
Honor, Golden Chain and Fountain City 
lodge of Knights of Pythias. He failed 
to make good his accounts with the lodges, 
and the affair has leaked out and is gen- 
erally talked about. 

The amount of his shortage is estimated 
in the aggregate at about one thousand 
dollars. He was collector of the Knights 
of Honor, and for some time the income of 
the lodge was not sufficient to pay ex- 
penses. This was considered rather 
strange, but Cunningham was not sus- 
pected of misappropriating the funds; but 
when questioned about the deficit, he ‘said 
that the members were not paying their 
dues. At the last election of the lodge, 
Mr. E. A. Hill was elected collector in 
Cunningham’s place, and was instructed to 
compel the members to pay their dues. 
At a subsequent meeting, Mr. Hill reported 
that the members were not in arrears, and 


} an investigation showed that Cunningham 


failed to return $550. to the lodge which he 
had collected. It is said that Cunningham 
has been keeping up this practice for three 
years. 

Cunningham’s defaleation with the 
Knights of Honor led to the same discov- 
ery in the Orders of the Golden Chain and 
Fountain City lodge, Knights of Pythias. 
The amount of his shortage with the 
Golden Chain is reported to be $285; with 
the Knights of Pythias, $175. 

The matter was brought to the attention 
of the grand jury last week, and Cunning- 
ham left the city last Friday a week, and 
has not been seen or rd of since, He 
was a tinner, and commissioner of deeds 
for several states.

SOLDIERS’ GRAVES WILL BE DECORATED 


A Programme of the Day's Mercises 
at Oakland Today—Fulton Colville 
Orator of the Day, 


Today {is Memorial Day throughout 
the south. ‘ 

And everywhere the graves of confed- 
erate soldiers are found they will be 
strewn with the rarest of flowers that 
bloom in the spring. 

In every city or town where a confed- 
erate cemetery is located the graves of 
the heroes will be decorated today by 
fair hands. In all of these places the 
ladies, who always cherish patriotism, 
have formed a Ladies’ Memorial Associ- 
ation, and have seen to it, year after year, 
that the graves of the soldiers are not 
neglected. 

In Atlanta the graves of the dead con- 
federates, under the weeping willows 
at Oakland, are cared for by the Ladies’ 
Memorial Association, and the Fulton 
County Confederate Veterans’ Associa- 
tion. No 26th day of April is allowed to 
pass without some floral offering being 
placed over the heart of every sleeping 
brave, 

Today these guardians of the dead 
heroes, who sleep in the bosom of Oak- 
land, will take the fairest garlands of 
spring flowers, just burst into bloom, 
and breathing out their fragrant per- 
fumes, making a bed of flowers out of 
the lonely mounds of the confederate 
soldiers. 

The memorial exercises, as has already 
been printed in The Constitution, will be 
held this afternoon. The procession will 
leave the Grady monument on Marietta 
street at 3:30 o'clock sharp. 

The procession will be in charge of Col- 
onel W. L. Calhoun, and will be divided 
into three divisions. The first division 
will be composed of a squad.of mounted 
police, the Atlanta Military band, Samuel 
McAfee, leader; the Fourth Battalion 

Georgia volunteers, of the 
Atlanta infantry companies, the Gordon 
School cadets, the Moreland Park cadets 
and police battalion. 

The second division will be composed 
of a band, the Confederate Veterans, 
Knights of Pythias, Red Men, Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, other civic organiza- 
tions and the Atlanta Artillery. 

In the third division will be the Govern- 
or’s Horse Guards, the Ladies’ Memorial 
Association, ministers and orator of the 
day in carriages, Governor W. J. Northen 
and staff, state and county officials, the 
mayor and general council, and citizens 
in carriages.

; Edgefield, S. C., April 25.—(Special.)— 
As Edgefield is the home of both Gov- 
ernor Tillman and ex-Governor Sheppard, 
the meeting here today incited much in- 
terest all over the state. Most of the 
speakers arrived last night. A large crowd 
of Tillmanites met the train and carried 
Governor Tillman on their shoulders from 
the cars to a carriage, About two thou- 
sand people were on the grounds today, 
sand people were on the grounds today. 
At 10:45 o'clock the procession started 
from the courthouse, led by the Edgefield 
brass band, which is famous for its en- 
tirely original music. In fact, they man- 
ufacture tunes and notes while you wait. 

The place selected for the speaking is al- 
ready conspicuous in South Carolina his- 
tory, it being the same spot where Gary 
and Butler first unfurled the banner of 
true democracy in 1876, and by their fiery 
eloquence wrested the state from Cham- 
berlain and republican misrule. The meet- 
ing today was not, in some respects, un- 
like that of 1876. 

The red shirts were not there, but the 
men who wore them were, and a deep- 
set determination stamped every brow. On 
the stand were Governor Tillman and ex- 
Governor -Sheppard, Colonel J. I... Orr, 
Hon. J. E. Tindal, General J. LL.

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The Comptroller General Gives Notice 


THE CENTRAL'S BIG TAX BILL 


Railroads Being Called on for City Taxes. 
The Centralto Pay Savannah 
| $32,000. 


to the Railroads. 
| 


The railroads will have to pay the county 
tax for two years within the next thirty 
davs. 

With the tax they will have to pay 7 
per cent interest from the time when the 
tax was due. That for 1890 was due the 
20th of December of that year, and that 
for 1891 was due the 20th of last De- 
cember. 

Seme of the railroads paid the tax for 
1890, as the test case against the act had 
not then been made. Among those who 
paid the tax for 1890 is the Central, which 
is the largest taxpayer of all the roads. 
The Central still owes the tax for 1891, 
however, with 7 per cent interest. since the 
2Uth of last December. 

The comptroller general says the rail- 
roads must pay this tax within thirty days, 
and he has sent out the following notice to 
all the roads not exempt by charter: 

April 22.—Dear Sir: ‘The supreme _ court 
of this state having affirmed the decision of 
the superior court as to the constitutionalit 
and validity of the act of 1889, taxing rail- 
roads for county purposes, you will please 
pay the tax collector of the counties and cities 
through which your road runs the amounts 
due them, as per statement, previously fur- 
nished, within thirt Ss. 

’. A. WRIGHT, Comptroller General. 

It will be observed that the comptroller 
general calls on the railroads for city tax 
also. This is in pursuance of an under- 
standing that the decision of the supreme 
court in the case of county taxation will 
be accepted with reference to cities. 

If the city tax is paid without resistance, 
it will make the accumulated load very 
heavy on some roads. The Central rail- 
road, for instance, will have to pay $31,740 
for county tax, and to the city of Savan- 
nah alone it will have to pay $32,473. The 
reason for the heavy tax in Savannah is 
that the Central returns for taxation in 
that city $2,164,923, of which all: but 
$85,000 is returned as personal property. 
This, at 11-2 per cent, gives the city of 
Savannah the sum above mentioned. 

The Georgia railroad, in the same way, 
pays on $2,335,511 of gga in Au- 
gusta, mostly the assets of the bank. This 
gives the city of Augusta, under the comp- 
troller’s view, $29,193 from this road. At- 
lanta only gets $6,869 out of all the roads 
coming here. 

The Central will have a bill of about 
seventy thousand dollars for county and 
city taxes, and this, coming along with the 
Aprtl interest in a dull year, is a pretty 
big lump. long as the road is in the 
hands of a receiver, however, the comp- 
troller general or the cities cannot proceed 
against it for the collection of tax. 

The number of railroads called on for 
the county tax is about eighty.
